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City Council Moves to Resolve 
Green Ridge House Parking

The City Council got in gear 
and began moving forward to- 
ward resolving Green Ridge 
House (GRH) parking problems 
during their August 12 work ses- 
sion. A new: parking proposal 
was presented by Community 
Planner Terri Hruby, adding a net 
19 spaces in and around GRH. 
This proposal and two old ones 
will be given further consider- 
ation. Council reversed its deci- 
sion on “Original #6,” making it 
a possible solution, adding 13 
spaces to the existing GRH lot. 
‘Alternative III,’ angled parking 
on Ridge Road was kept, which 
could expand 17 parallel spaces 
into 34 angled slots. 

Parking management options 
and traffic calming measures will 
also be part of future discussion 
regardless of which of these 
three parking plans is chosen. 

Lucky 13? 

The newest proposal, the thir- 
teenth considered, will net 19 
spaces, an additional seven 
spaces on Ridge and 12 within 
the existing GRH lot. 

Between the GRH parking lot 
exit and 24 Court Ridge seven of 
nine parallel spaces would be 
converted to 14 perpendicular 
_ parking spots. Two additional 
parallel spaces on Ridge in front 
of 24 Court, next to the proposed 
14 perpendicular spots which

front on GHI not GRH property, 
would be left as is. If GHI were 
interested, those two spaces could 
be replaced with four additional 
perpendicular spaces. 

Within the existing GRH park- 
ing lot, 13 spaces would be 
added but one existing space lost 
due to changing the end of the 
center island. Seven spaces 
would be made on land adjacent 
to the service drive on the 20 
Court Ridge side. The other six 
would be fit into the area be- 
tween the front door and service 
drive. It is possible that two 
more unplanned spaces might be 
added in the exit lane near Ridge 
Road where curbing and sidewalk 
would be extended for traffic 
calming measures. 

Greenspace and Paving 

Adapting the GRH lot will 
cause the loss of about seven 
trees, including the evergreen 
buffer now in place between the 
service drive and 20 Court. Fill- 
ing in of the grade and adding a 
guard rail will be necessary but 
no retaining wall. This option 
will somewhat impede pedestrian 
access to the rear of the building 
and require some coordination 
with deliveries. The existing 
sidewalk to the rear of GRH 
would be lost, making people 
walk through the parking lot, and 
some of the seven parking spaces 
would be blocked for a period of

The Ridge Road portion of 
this plan involves more changes. 
A total of 15 feet back from the 
existing curb will be needed, 
eight feet for parking and 7 feet 
for a sidewalk wide enough to 

“accommodate overhang of car 
bumpers. The twelve foot travel 
lane on Ridge would be de- 
creased to eleven feet. These 
modifications will take away 10 
feet of GRH lawn and bring the 
sidewalk barely under the canopy 
of the highly touted mighty oak 
on the front lawn. Considering 
right-of-way, only two feet of 
GRH property will be needed. 

There will be no infringement 
on GHI property. “If GHI wants 
to piggyback (making a lot on 
the other side of Ridge) that’s a 
possibility,” according to_Mayor 
Judith Davis in response to a 
question from GHI resident Brian 
York. 

Traffic Calming and Safety 

If perpendicular parking is 
added to Ridge Road, Hruby said 
traffic calming devices would 
have to be instituted on Ridge 
Road from Southway to 
Gardenway. Further study is 
needed but one measure already 
planned is to define the parking 
lane by bringing the curb out to 
the street, which would narrow

GHI Forms Task Force 
On Playground Safety

The GHI Board of Directors 
unanimously voted on August 13 
to form a task group, in light of 
staff and residents’ concerns, to 
evaluate the safety of the 19 
playgrounds. in GHI. 

More than 200,000 accidents 
occur on playground equipment 
in the United States and 58 per- 
cent are due to falls, said Eldon 
Ralph, GHI director of physical 
plant operations. Thus, GHI’s in- 
surance carrier has recommended 
that all playgrounds be equipped 
with impact-absorbent surfaces. 

“There is no dqubt that GHI 
would be liable if there was an 
accident,” said Ralph. “We have 
got liability exposure.” ) 

“The most important thing is 
not exposure, but the safety for 
our children,” said Director 
Chuck Hess, who was applauded 
by the large audience. “I want to 
see us work fast enough to have 
safe playgrounds for our chil- 
dren +9 


The city and GHI have in- 
stalled wood chips, an impact ab- 
sorbent surface, in playgrounds at 
7 Southway, between 36 and 38 
Ridge, between 4 and 6 Plateau, 
and at Plateau and Ridge. About 
six to nine inches of chips are 
needed to cushion a child falling 
from a swing or slide platform, 
depending on the height of equip- 
ment and how high a child 
swings. In addition, Ralph said it 


is difficult to lay the chips at the 
playground between 12 and 14 
Hillside because the equipment is 
too close to the trees. 

“T still question whether wood 
chips are an adequate surface,” 
said Director Bill Phelan. 

Ralph agreed that mats are 
probably a better surface, but 
more expensive. Joan Miller of 
Ridge said that the estimates she 
received to place mats around the 
playground equipment behind 31 
Ridge and 3 Gardenway ranged 
between $10,000 and $20,000. 
It costs $1,100 per playground to 
put down chips, Ralph said. 
However, wood chips require 
constant maintenance. 

The ownership of the 19 play- 
grounds are split between GHI 
and the city: GHI owns eight; 
the city, 11 (see box for break- 
down). In 1997, GHI entered 
into a shared agreement with the 
city under which GHI is respon- 
sible for mowing and trimming 
grass, and removing leaves from 
all playgrounds. The city prom- 
ised to trim trees, maintain all 
the playground equipment, and 
remove trash. It is also respon- 
sible for playground surfaces, but 
has limited funds to do the work, 
Ralph said. 

Safety Concerns 

Donald and Joan Miller, along 
with several of their neighbors, 
believe the playgrounds, especially

Democrats Still Outnumber 
Eligible Republicans Here

About 9,789 residents are cur- 
rently registered to vote in the 
four election precincts which 
serve Greenbelt. As of June 30, 


8,104 of them are registered as - 


Democrats or Republicans and 
will be eligible to vote in the pri- 
mary election on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 15. 

Some 1,654 have declined to 


affiliate’ themselves with a party. . 


These voters (known as “unaffili- 
ated,” “declines,” or “indepen- 
dents”), as well as the 31 Liber- 
tarian voters, can vote for non- 
partisan positions on September 
15. The school board slots are 
the only non-partisan positions on 
the ballot in the upcoming pri- 
mary election. In School Board 
District 2, which includes 
Greenbelt, there will be a contest. 

Since the registration books 
just closed on August 17, up- 
dated registration figures will not 
be available for several weeks, 
according to the Prince George’s 
County Board of Elections Super- 
visors. Comparing the June 30, 
1998 (a non-presidential election 
year) registration figure with that 
of August 30, 1996 (a presiden- 
tial election year) shows an in- 
crease of about two percent in 
the number of eligible voters — 
from 9,585 in 1996 to 9,789 in 
1998. 

It appears that Democrats 


could attain a 3.5 to 1 margin 
over Republicans in the city 
when final registration figures are 
calculated. The city’s four pre- 
cincts are predominantly Demo- 
cratic (see chart on page 2). 
Greenbelt’s population is esti- 
mated at about 21,000. Some 
366,200 residents are registered in 
the county, where the Democrats 
will probably hold on to their 
four to one margin over the Re- 
publicans, and where the popula- 
tion totals about 780,000. 
Registration 

August 17 was the last day for 
residents to register to vote in the 
September 15 primary. Ineligible 
voters who wish to vote in the 
November 3 general election 
must register between September 
28 and October 5. 

To request an absentee ballot, 
call the Board of Elections at 
301-952-3270 for an application. 
Registered voters may also send a 
letter to the Board of Elections 
stating name and address as it 
appears on the voter registration 
records, the réason for requesting 
an absentee ballot and where the 
ballot should be sent.

The Labor Day Festival is a 
city-wide block party. The task 
is to attract as many Greenbelters 
and visitors as possible with ac- 
tivities, food and games. The 
money they spend goes to ser- 
vice groups who operate the 
many booths. The total budget 
for the festival itself is $75,000, 
with no offset through admission 
fees! More than half of that in- 
cludes the gross of the carnival 
operations, but there are large 
budgets for entertainment, pa- 
rade, pageant scholarships, equip- 
ment, etc. that must be paid for 
with percentages from booth 
profits, sponsor donations and ad 
fees, and our share of profits 
from the carnival. The city pro- 
vides wonderful public works, 
police, and recreation support, 
and the News Review publishes 
publicity notes, but in the world 
of 1998, almost nothing else 
about the festival is free except 
the labor of our committee. For 
example, our carnival parade 
chairperson would like to employ 
a stilt-walker, but the individual 
wants $350! Too rich for our 
blood, but she may keep negoti- 
ating. And why? Because in 
our society of weekends filled 
with Kings Dominion, Ocean 
City, and multi-million dollar 
movies, we have to find new 
ways to satisfy as many people 
as possible. 

In response to last week’s let- 
ter, we haven’t “pushed aside” 
the Gray Panthers or any other 
group, and we continue to en- 
hance community spirit more 
than any single group in the city. 
As with any block party, we en- 
couragé all of those who expect 
to derive some benefit from our 
labors to contribute to the effort. 
The information day tables have 
become more numerous and 
stretch our resources and space. 
Charging a nominal fee of $25 
seems fair and allows non-profit 
groups in the city to draw on the 
thousands of festival-goers at- 
tending Saturday events to intro- 
duce their cause or service. For 
groups who cannot afford a fee, 
we invite a member to drive the 


shuttle bus for a trip, spend an ~|f 


hour providing directions, relieve 
the photo and art show organiz- 
ers for meals, or at least offer to 
help as needed for a minimal 
amount of time. The point is to 
impress on all groups that the 
festival belongs to all of us, both 
the enjoyment of it and the re- 
sponsibility for it. I respect the 
work that these service groups 
perform for the community and 
no insult is intended in the fee. 
I hope that they respect our work 
and expenses as well, and the 
fact that the festival helps them 
to reach many people outside of 
their normal information chain. 


It takes money to continue to 
bring the large crowds to visit 
each table, so their fees are 
well invested. A small number 
of groups may choose not to 
participate under these guide- 
lines. That becomes, unfortu- 
nately, a statement about the 
value of the festival to them. I 
continue to be available to meet 


with any group that feels 


slighted to. explain this and all 

other policies and to listen to 

concerns. Call me (301-441- 

1597). I am sure that we can 
accommodate you.

The Old Curmudgeon

Several weeks ago, this col- 
umn was devoted to the subject 
of sound barrier walls being 
erected along the Beltway and 
along Rt. 50 (John Hanson High- 
way). In violation of good jour- 
nalistic practice, I called the State 
Highway Administration after the 
column appeared to get more de- 
tailed information on the subject. 
Thank goodness, I had made no 
errors, egregious or otherwise, in- 
what I had written. But here is 
what I learned: 

The sound barriers are evi- 
dently an outgrowth of the expan- 
sion or widening of the roads. 
There are two separate categories 
to evaluate sound barriers, Type I 
and Type Il. However, general 
eligibility criteria apply to both 
types: | 

* Noise levels equal or exceed 
66 decibels. 

¢ A sound barrier will reduce 
noise levels by 7 - 10 decibels 

¢ The cost of the sound barrier 
does not exceed $50,000 per 
house. 

¢ At least 75% of impacted 
homeowners that would benefit 
from — sound barriers are in fa- 
vor of them. 

Type I criteria: 

e The majority of the impacted 
homes existed prior to the date 
of the highway improvements. 

e The existing noise levels are 
projected to increase by 10 deci- 
bels. 

¢ Improvements to the high-

concrete and aggregate four 
inches thick, with a rough side 
facing the road and smooth side 
facing the homes. One continu- 
ous section near Bowie cost $6 
million. The cost is about $550 a 
linear foot or $27 a square foot. 

My reaction to the above is 
shock at the additional cost the 
improvements to highways re- 
flect. I suggest that all major 
highways be underground, in a 
tunnel. There will be no effect 
on the environment or the scenic 
vistas, or noise pollution. All 
you need is a good ventilation 
system. Most of all, the cost 
would probably be the same. It 
would also end the controversy 
about the Intercounty Connector. 
If they could tunnel under the 
English Channel, they can cer- 


tainfy tunnel under Prince.

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DePlatchett Has Designs 
On Fostering Creativity

When Nancy DePiatchett was 
a child, she made her own paper 
dolls and their outfits. Today, the 
Greenbelt artist sews and designs 
clothing for people. DePlatchett 
also draws and paints portraits, 
makes jewelry and paper, creates 
sculptures, does ceramics, and 
consults wn interior design 
projects. 

“I. just love creating,” 
DePlatchett says. “I never felt I 
needed to be limited to a given 
avenue.” 

Yet another avenue is her 
work as an arts’ educator. 
DePlatchett received her 
bachelor’s and master’s of arts 
degrees in art education from 
Edinboro University of Pennsyl- 
vania in Edinboro. She has taught 
visual arts in Puerto Rico and for 
30 years in Prince George’s 
County Schools. 

DePlatchett merges her experi- 
ence and education as the coordi- 
nator for the creative and per- 
forming arts program at Thomas 
G. Pullen Magnet School in 
Landover. This program, which 
does not require students to audi- 
tion, includes art, music, dance, 
drama, creative writing, media 
production, and the literary arts. 
These students study each disci- 
pline from kindergarten through 
the fifth grade. Then they select 
a specialty in middle school. 

“It shows that everyone has 
some talent in them,” says 
DePlatchett, who helped to estab- 
lish the program 11 years ago. 
“You just have to dig in deep and 
find it.” 

Her students showcased their 
_ talents before President Clinton at 
the National Education Associa- 
tion’s international conference on 
Saturday, July 25, in Washington, 
D.C. They put on a 20-minute 
show, “The Arts in Our World,” 
during the opening ceremony. 

Successful Students 

Such shows have helped pre- 
pare Pullen graduates to become 
professional performers. They 
include Kelly Williams, who 
played Urkel’s girlfriend on CBS’

and Glenn Dale Road, Just South of |. 
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lived in Greenbelt for i2 years, 
co-founded the Greenbelt Visual 
Arts Coalition with fellow artist 
Barbara Simon in 1987. 

The coalition advised the city 
in planning and creating the vi- 
sual arts component of the 
Greenbelt Community Center. A 
year after the community center 
opened in 1996, Simon, who was 
the coalition’s president, says the 
group dissolved. 

Then the Greenbelt Associa- 
tion for the Visual Arts, for 
which DePlatchett is a board 
member, was born. This organi- 
zation directs the art classes 
given at the community center. 

DePlatchett is also a member 
of the Greenbelt Arts Advisory 
Board. “She is making visual 
arts exciting in Greenbelt,” says 
Simon, who is now the director 
of the children’s programming for 
the visual arts organization. 

DePlatchett also designed the 
city’s 50th-anniversary graphic 
afghan and created the Greenbelt 
60th-anniversary interactive poster 
with a timeline and historic pho- 
tographs. 

“She really throws herself into 
these things,” says Betty Lehman, 
who was on both anniversary com- 
mittees. “She outdid herself both 
times and did a beautiful job.” 

Greenbelt Studios 

DePlatchett creates from her 
second-floor studios in the com- 
munity center. In one studio, she 
mats and frames pictures. In the 
other, she runs the gift shop, 
Endless Options, which is open 
the Saturday afternoons that her 
students are not performing. 
DePlatchett’s mother, whom she 
credits for her artistic talents, of- 
ten makes potholders, handbags, 
and stuffed toys for DePlatchett 
to sell. Her father also sends 
dried vines from vineyards in 
Erie, Pennsylvania, DePlatchett’s 
hometown. She uses the vines to 
make wreaths for her store. 

Several groups have recog- 
nized DePlatchett’s artistic and 
educational achievements. She 
was named Outstanding Educator 
in Prince George’s County in 1980 


“Family Matters,” and Bakarri 
Wilder, who tap danced last fall 
in “Bring in ‘Da Noise, Bring in 
‘Da Funk” at the National The- 
ater in Washington, D.C. Al- 
though she is proud of these 
former students, DePlatchett says 
grooming performers is not the 
focus of this program. 

“We are not here to produce 
stars, but well-rounded students.” 
For this to occur, DePlatchett en- 
courages art education. 

“With art, students use both 
sides of their brain and learn to be 
creative thinkers,” she says. “They 
also learn to problem solve.” 

Another benefit of art involve-

ment is the ability to speak in 
public, which she says the busi- 
ness world is seeking in its em- 
ployees. Adding to these advan- 
tages, DePlatchett says students 
also should have a sense of artis- 
tic ownership. 
“Children need to create 
things that are theirs,” she says. 
“It’s a wonderful outlet for 
them.” | 
DePlatchett does not limit her 
love of art to school. She, too, 
has numerous outlets. She chairs 


the Metropolitan Area Council of 
Arts Supervisors at the Kennedy 
Center.

the one behind 31 Ridge and 3 
Gardenway, need more atten- 
tion. When GHI began putting 
down timbers to encompass the 
wood chips, the residents peti- 
tioned GHI to remove them. 
The residents felt that the tim- 
bers posed a safety hazard. 

On the advice of a member 
of the Maryland-National Capi- 
tal Park and Planning Commis- 
sion and a certified playground 
planner who examined the 
area, the residents also asked 
GHI to suspend work until it 
investigated the forthcoming 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) and other play- 
ground requirements.

Give “Rookies’’ A Hand, Not Horn 


The Maryland Motor Vehicle 
Administration (MVA) has intro- 
duced a “Rookie Driver” bumper 
sign program. The month-long pi- 
lot program allows novice drivers 
the opportunity to display “Rookie 
Driver” magnetic signs on their 
vehicles’ back bumpers to alert 
other motorists of their new driver 
Status. 

Upon receiving their learners’ 
permit to drive, new Maryland 
drivers will be invited to display 
the signs on their vehicles to sig- 
nify that other motorists should 
give them a helping hand instead 
of a horn. 

The Maryland State Highway 
Administration reports that in 1997 
there were 12,467 accidents in- 
volving drivers aged 18 and under. 


Of those, 53 were fatal accidents 
where 59 people were killed. Al- 
most 10,800 injuries were reported 
last year involving drivers 18 and 
younger. Almost 500,000 new 
drivers have received learners’ per- 
mits since 1995. Over 125,000 
new drivers have applied for 
learner’s permits over the past 12 
months. 

The MVA will distribute 
15,000 bumper signs at all MVA 
offices throughout the state. The 
“Rookie Driver” pilot program will 
be in effect through August 31.

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FBI Arrests Resident For Internet Tryst 


The FBI reports that its “Inno- ~ 
cent Images” investigation re- 
vealed that Nathaniel Starrels, 41, 
of 14 Court of Laurel Hill Road 
used the Internet to contact some- 
one he perceived to be a 12-year- 
old female with whom he indi- 


cated a willingness to engage in — 


sexual acts. He used the screen 
names of “ZED40” and 
“RANS92.” According to the 
FBI, the Greenbelt resident ex- 
pressed a willingness to travel to 
Washington, D.C. for the pur- 
poses of engaging in’ explicit 
sexual acts with the 12-year-old 
female. 

On August 4 when Starrels ar- 
rived at a place in D.C. where he 
had arranged to meet the 12 year 
old, he was arrested by agents of 
the FBI and charged with travel- 
ing in interstate commerce for the 
purpose of engaging in a sexual 


act with a person under 18 years 
of age. He was released on an 
Order Setting Conditions of Re- 
lease. The conditions included 
living with his parents in Silver 
Spring until his trial, no contact 
with minors, submitting to an 
electronic monitoring program, 
and not using a computer with 
on-line services. Starrels was in- 
dicted on August 17. 

Starrels is the 195th person to 
be arrested in connection with 
the “Innocent Images”. investiga- 
tion. The FBI advises parents or 
guardians concerned about their 
children’s vulnerability to such 
illicit activities to contact their 
on-line service provider for infor- 
mation. The major on-line ser- 
vices have the ability to block or 
restrict access to specific areas of 
their system at the request of the 
individual user. 


Rules for On-line Safety 
for Children | 


1. Never allow children (including teenagers) to have un- 


supervised access: to the Internet. 


Keep the computer in a’ || 


public area of the home, never in a child’s bedroom. Make 
it a habit to periodically, and without warning, observe what 


they are doing on the Internet. 


2. Make use of the Internet as a group or family activity 
in which all members of the household can participate. 

3. Learn the services provided by your Internet Service 
Provider (ISP) on On-Line Service, so that you know how it 
works. Determine whether the system allows you to block 
your child from accessing certain areas, such as chat rooms, 
and take advantage of those types of services. 

4. Instruct children that whenever they communicate online 
they should never give out identifying information, such as 
phone numbers, addresses, last names, social security numbers, 
or names of schools that they attend. 

5. Remind children that whatever they are told online may 
or may not be true. A person who states that she is a 12- 
year-old girl may, in fact, be a 50-year-old man. 

6. Never respond to messages of bulletin board, postings 
that are suggestive, obscene, belligerent, or harassing. 

7. Children should never upload pictures of themselves to 
people that they do not personally know. They could be up- 


loading it to a pedophile.. 


8. Instruct your child never to arrange a face to face meet- 
ing with someone they have met on the Internet. 

9. Children should never download pictures from an un- 
known source, as there is a good chance it is pornography. 

10. Monitor the times of day that a child accesses the 
Internet or online service, and the duration of his or her online 
session. Excessive time online, especially during the evening 
or late night hours, may be indicative of a problem. 

11. If you become suspicious that your child is misus- 
ing the computer, discuss your concerns with the child and, 
if warranted, consider examining the hard drive for inap- 


propriate material. 


12. Do not make the mistake of using the computer as a 


baby sitter.

Tip-offs to Rip-offs Job Scams Noted 


Individuals don’t have to pay 
for information about job vacan- 
cies with the U.S. government or 
U.S. Postal Service. But scam 
artists are victimizing many 
Americans by selling informa- 
tion about federal job opportu- 
nities. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
and the U.S. Office of Personnel 
Management say certain tech- 
niques are tip-offs to federal and 
postal job rip-offs: 

1. Classified ads or oral sales 
pitches that imply an affiliation 
with the federal government, 
guarantee high test scores or jobs, 
or state that “no experience is 
necessary.’ 

2. Ads that offer information 
about “hidden” or unadvertised 
federal jobs. 

3. Ads that refer to a toll-free 
telephone number. Often, in 
these cases, an operator encour- 
ages individuals to buy a “valu- 
able” booklet containing job list- 
ings, practice test questions, and 


tips for entrance exams. 

4, Toll-free numbers that di- 
rect. individuals to other pay-per- 
call numbers for information. 
Under federal law, any solicita- 
tions for pay-per-call numbers 
must contain full disclosures 
about cost. 

Federal job information is 
available through the U.S. Office 
of Personnel Management’s USA 
Jobs information system. Call 
Washington, D.C. 202-606-2700 
or TDD Services 912-744-2299. 
In addition, job information is 
available at 
www.usajobs.opm.gov. Informa- 
tion on postal jobs is available at 
local post offices. In many areas, 
the Postal Service offers a job 
information hotline with current 
hiring announcements. Also, 
check the Postal Service web site 
at WWW.USDS. gov.

the roadway, slowing down 
traffic. 

Staff remains concerned 
about cars backing out into two 
lanes of traffic on Ridge. This 
situation 1s also found further 
along Ridge in the North End, 
where, according to City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin, there 
are accidents “from time to 
time.” 

Several questions were asked 
as to why perpendicular park- 
ing was preferred over angled 
slots. “The literature supports 
perpendicular parking,” accord- 
ing to Hruby. “With angled 
spots, people coming in the op- 
posite direction make wide 
turns or U-turns” in the road in 
order to park.

mabe These will be dis- 
cussed in detail at later meet- 
ings. Possible options being 
considered are mandating that 
all cars be moved at least once 
a week, placing a cap on the 
number of parking permits is- 
sued for the GRH lot, and/or 
instituting a parking permit fee. 
The city cannot currently 
charge a fee because free park- 
ing is recognized as a service 
included in the rental agreement 
with residents. 

Valet parking, where some- 
one takes the keys and finds a 
place somewhere for the car, is 
a possibility but this treats the 
symptom instead of solving the 
problem. Car sharing, pio- 
neered in Switzerland and now 
being used in Portland, Oregon, 
could decrease the number of 
GRH cars but would require the 
city to buy car(s) for GRH use. 
Residents would share cars, 
paying a fee each time to cover 


costs and insurance. This op- 
tion does not provide the same 
sense of independence found 
with an individually owned car. 

Residential on-street or 
“zone” parking will also be 
considered for further discus- 
sion. The city cannot currently 
designate spaces in a public 
right of way such as Ridge 
Road for use by _ specific 
people. To do so the city 
would have to establish an or- 
dinance, write a formal plan 
creating parking districts or 
zones with set boundaries, and 
hold hearings. 


Cost of #13 
The newest proposal would 
cost GRH approximately
